s The visitation carried on in our eity 
Sunday, Jan. 17, was a record breaker 
in several'‘ways: Mr. Washburn came, 
and planned to put the -work ‘thru in-a 
week, he told the people that he had 
never before attempted to do sucha 
work in so short a time. After things 
were well started, the time was short- 
ened two days. -There was more work 
to be done than those on ‘the. outside 
realized, and-only great. diligence and 
caretul cooperation made its accomplish- 
ment possible in the time used. 

- When the visitors gathered at the K. 

of P. hall Sunday afternoon, the crowd 
was found.to contain almost.every per- 
son who had promised to come; and 
quite.a large number besides, so there 
were more volunteers. than-. could be 
used. Mr. Washburn expressed grati- 
fied surprisé dt this conditioh, which 
said was unique ‘in his wide ex- 
perience. 

The city was divided into i districts;
